natural scheme of things surround- 
ing our wild animals as well as oc- 
cupying a position of definite inter- 
est among people who like to hunt. 
It would, therefore, be a mistake to 
conduct an indiscriminate campaign 
against the fox in view of the fact 
that we cannot convict him on fac- 
tual evidence. Such action would not 
settle the matter. It would merely 
arouse the wrath of the foxhunters, 
and they would have a right to be 
angry. It is my opinion that our 
wildlife could be managed so as to 
provide enough foxes to satisfy those 
who enjoy hunting them and at the 
same time restrict their numbers to 
a point where they would not inter- 
fere with game and poultry. We 
should plan our management to 
gather the necessary facts to ac-

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Notes From 
Great Britain 


Rasehorse, Like A Peach, 
Has One Psychological 
Moment To Be Ready 





Here we are in July and the dog 
days. In happier times there would 
have been a round of agricultural 
shows, the. Northumberland and 
Cumberland Plates, the Great Ebor, 
meets of otter hounds, though turn- 
ed towards the grouse moors, and 
(for some) gaddings in the mean- 
time to London, the Continent, or 
to our own watering places. All 
this is in abeyance and it would 
seem that the rural round on _ the 
land alone remained static. But the 
land, the peaceful fields and wood- 
lands, the dales and dells and hills, 
have all come under the spell which 
grips the world. July will colour the 
country with blood-red poppies and 
involuntarily many of us will cast 
back our minds to the seared ana 
scarred land of France, where we 
spent three or four Julys amid the 
poppies and the shell-holes, the un- 
reaped corn fields and here and 
there, amid the poppies, the little 
wooden crosses, Little did we think 
that July poppies would bring back 
more than memories of the past. 

The Derby (won for the third 
time by a lady owner) beforehand 
aroused but little of its customary 
interest, though the crowd on the 
day looked the biggest ever. The race 
has once more illustrated the futility 
of the remark one so_ frequently 
hears when a trainer has more than 
one horse running ina race—‘I 
wish I knew as much as he knows 
and what the stable is backing’. A 
senior officer in my cavalry  regi- 
ment often used to say: “‘There is 
one psychological moment to cut a 
peach, Five minutes before, or five 
minutes after, and the peach is not 
at its best”. It is the same with some 
horses, Their last gallop may have 
brought them on, they may be what 
is called ‘“‘trained to the minute’’ 
without the trainer having the op- 
portunity to know that there has 
been a sudden improvement. They 
may act much better on one track 
than on another; for one jockey they 
may stride out more freely than for 
another they may like athletes, feel 
(and actually be) fitter today than 
they were yesterday, or than they 
will be tomorrow; they may be tem- 
peramental and either run better at 
home than on a race course, or vice 
versa, Well may racing be described 
as ‘“‘the glorious uncertainty’’! The 
Derby and Oaks of 1941 supplied 
ample new evidence of this, were 
such needed. 

There are quite a lot of good boys 
coming on to take the place of those 
who during their time in the army 
will inevitably get too heavy to con- 
tinue their profession. Comparatively 
few trainers take much trouble to 
train apprentices, having discovered 
that no matter how good their own 





boys may be, owners in 
having 


st upon 
“fashionable” lads from the 
three or four stables which have a 
reputation for turning out really 
good boys. As trainers are now so 
much more at home than usual 
owing to racing being so curtailed, 
they are able to spend more time in- 
structing their lads. One of the most 
prominent trainers said to me this 
week: 

“There will be no shortage of 
jockeys when the war is over. You'll 
see that a score of young lads will 





jump into the limelight as soon as 
racing gets into its stride again. Of 
course it is experieice in public 
Which counts, and it is riding win 
uers Which brings boys into the 
limelight. It is to be hoped that so 
soon as we win the war’ Australia 
and America do not send over some 
of their crack light-weights to take 
the cream of the riding. This has 
happened before, and it is a strange 
thing that a number of owners al- 
Ways imagine that a_ jockey from 
abroad must be better than home 
bred apprentices. It is opportunity 
and good horses that makes good 
jockeys.” 

Amongst a collection of photo 
yraphs of sportsmen hanging in my 
study is one of myself chatting in a 
race paddock to the doyen of trai 
ners, Mr. ‘Bob’ Armstrong. This was 
taken many years ago and, owing to 
a peculiar expression on both out 
faces many visitors have made 
remark “‘I would like to know wh 
you were saying to him I can quit 
well recall the conversation and t 
when the cameraman snapped us I 
was remarking to the Middleham 
trainer, “I’ve never before known 
your stable beat itself’. In a race 
which had just peen run Mr. R. W. 
Armstrong had saddled either two 
or three horses, one of them’ the 
stable connections had backed well 
and made favorite the othe: (in 
view of a home trial) were not 
fancied and ran free. Yet one 
of these animals in the ame 
stable easily beat the favorite 
Armstrong candidly admitted that i 


was one of those occasions when 


home trial (even with the precaut 
ion of putting experienced jocke 
up to ride in it) had deceived the

be governed by State laws. If wise 


laws could be provided for these pro- 


blems, many controversies and mis 
takes could be avoided 
Another idea of yours” which 


interests me greatly is your reference 


to the fact that many of our farms 


do not have the right kinds of food 
and cover to attract quail and that 
the scarcity of quail in those places 
is frequently blamed on the foxes; 
very probably, your idea is correct 
Unfortunately, it seems to be the 
custom to blame the scarcity of game 
on every possible cause other than 
those connected with our own ac- 
tivities. In many places, the farms 
have been so tripped of thicket 
cover and hedgerows that quail can 
not live there in satisfactory num- 
bers. In other localities we have too 
many dogs running loose during the 
summer, and cats roaming the fields 
by day and night throughout the 
vear. Also, quail are hunted beyond 
the bounds of all possible reason in 
many parts. It is highly probable 
that these are the true reasons why 
many farms do not produce more 
wildlife; yet, since these are man 
made reason most of us refuse to 
believe in them and still prefer to 
blame our game troubles on foxe 
and other questionable causes 

One other comment and TI will 
conclude this already too lengthy 
letter. I believe it would be a colos 
sal blunder to revive the bounty 
system in the State whereby certain 
animals would — be outlawed and 


money paid fo any and evervone to 
kill them. The evils occurring from 
these activities which prevailed
